Morrow Taggart the 
one man of all those on the treasurer’s bond 
who stood up to the line and made good the 
losses as far as his money went. Al! but 
e500 or $80 had been wined out by the old 
man when the state lecislature passed a bill 
relieving him of any further Mability tn the 
matter. 
It was out of this mortgaged condition of 
the old farm near Orrville that yourg Lievt. 
Taegart went to his parents’ relief with 
money that he had eeved for his marriage, 


saving the home for them. | 
This young Elmore Finley Taecart was 
born at Orrville, O.. on Oct. 6. 1858. At 14 
vears he was teaching a neighboring dis- 
trict school. one vear later roing to Wooster 
and attendine the college there. He erent 
three years at Wooeter. when through Con- 
greseman William McKinlev he received the 
arnointment es cadet West Point from 
the Figehteenth Ohfo district. | 

From Weet Point he was graduated to the 
Tinited States infantry rervice as a 
Heutenant, going with the Sixth infantry to 
the scenes of Indian disaffection in Wyoming 
end Titah in 1888. He was stationed in the 
west for five years. but at the breaking out of 
“Se anarchist riots in Chicago was sent here 
vith his company. From Chicdgo he went to 
the submarine mines at Wi'litt's Point. N. Y.. 
remaining there a year.. Then tn 1890 he was 
ordered to Camp Highwood, the present site 
of Fort Sheridan. on the Chicago north shore. 


Tt was in 1887 or early in 1888 that the young 
leutenant met Grace Culver. The meeting 
was at the home of Mrs. James H. Shields. 
sister of Grace Culver, who af that time was 
known as the youngest daughter of Charlies 
Culver, a prominent and wealthy operator on 
the Chigago board of trade. The girl was 
scarcely more than 16 years old, but the ac- 
quaintance ripened into an engdgement of 
marriage. 

It was some time after this engagement 
that Lieut. Taggart learned that Grace Cul- 
ver, the supposed daughter of the wealthy 
board of trade man, in reality was 
Manville, now a porter in a Chicago lodging 
house. She had been adopted 
and with her elder sister was heiress 
to the property of these foster parents. 
Grace had been adopted at 4 years old and 
tiever knew until she was told that her 
“Uncle John,” whom she saw occasionally, 
was other than the relation he posed to be. 

But Maj. Taggart on oath as witness 
against his wife has said this discovery of 
Grace Manville’s parentage made not the 
slightest difference in theirengagement. Go- 
ing and coming, he had seen the father on

speak of her. 

Lieut. Taggart was stationed at Platts- 
burg Barracks in New York at the time of 
his marriage on Dec. 30, 1890.

PROTESTANT FEDERATION. 


A meeting of great interest and, perhaps, | 


of great importance in the religious world 
will take place beginning Nov. 15, when 
representatives of twenty-four denomina- 
tions having an aggregate membership of 
18,000,000 persons will assemble in New 
York for the purpose of conferring on the 
advisability and feasibility of forming a fed- 
eration of all. the Protestant churches in 
America. The plan of drawing ‘all Protes- 
tant churches together in this manner was 
perhaps suggested by the example of the 
Presbyterians, who seem now in a fair way 
to get together asafederalbody. 

The union of the various and sometimes 
warring sects’ of Protestantism into one 
great, homogeneous church bas been 
dremmed of and advocated more or less ever 
since the reformation. Many Protestants 
have always conceded that it woukd be a good 
thing, but no denomination has shown a 
dieposition to make such concessions in re- 
gard to ofganization, creed, and teaching as 
it would be necessary for al] te make before 
it would be possible for such a union to take 
place. They have professed a willingness to 
unite, but each has tacitly or avowedly made 
union conditional upon such terms as no 
other would accept. Considerable of the old 
spirit still exists and complete fusion would 
be as impracticable now as it was in the 


is practica 
estants 
agree concerning most points. ‘There are no 
differences between them regarding the fun- 
damentals of morality. They all Wish to die- 
seminate the truths of Christianity as wide- 
ly a8 possible, and there are no considerable 
variances between them concerning the best 
ways of doing this work. Federation would 
enable them to inculcate the doctrines which 
they all accept, to accomplish the objects 
they all aim at, much more effectively with 
a given sum of money and a given expendi- 
ture of effort than they are able to now, and 
that without sacrificing any of their denomi- 
national peculiarities of-creed or organiza- 
tion. The federation would carry on the 
work in regard to which all were agreed. 
Bach church would be autonomous in respect 
to matters as to which there was not com- 
‘plete agreement. It would seem there could 
hardly be any doubt among Protestants: aad 
the friends of Protestattism as to the desir 
ability of organization along these lines. 

It is an interesting question whether the 
propoded federation, if effected, would not 
prove the first step toward a complete union, 
That it would bring about a better under- | 


standing between the various churches and | 


cause them to look with more tolerant eyes 
upon each other’s peculiarities of dogma and 
worship and with less exclusive favor upon 
their own seems probable. That it would 
lead in the near future to actual coalescence 
seems improbable. Widespread religious

brought to pass. if : 

There are at present three Italian band- 
masters, Rivela, Count Alesandro del Spro- 
notti, and Ferullo, condugting summer gar- 
den concerts in this city, and shortly Crea- 
tore will be here for the same purpose.

It is 
lively, spirited, in good taste, and musical. 

It is a curious feature of these entertain- 
ments, however, that the conductors attract. 
more attention and provoke more enthusi- 
asm than their bands. Apparently the man- 
agers advertise them as the drawing cards. 
One is conspicuously set forth ag “ intense 
and magnetic,” another as “a whirlwind,” 
the third as “a volcanic genius,” and the

NEW YORK, Aug. 12—{Spécial.}—In the

BUILDINGS ' LEAN 


New Theory of Cause of 
Binking of Skyscrapers. 
Considerable has been said recently re- 


garding the settlement of some of rd big

‘Tt ts of interest to note that James N. 
Hatch, a civil engineer of this city, in a re- 
cent article in The Construction News, treat-

item; he says, it may be realized when it is 
known that on a bullding the size of the Ma- 
sonic Temple wind blowing at the rete of 
eighty miles’ an hour would exert a direct 
pressure of 700 tons, which would be multi- 
plied several times on the opposite founda- 
tion. 

He said he had reference only to buildings 
on floating foundations, as no settlements 
had teen detected in buildings on concrete 
caisson or piles driven down to solid rock. 
He said he had spoken of the matter only toa 
number of civil engineers and that they 
were disposed to put luca ten. in the wind 
theory. 

When his attention wis ealled to the mat- 
ter Daniel H. Burnham said there was fio 
doubt that bulldings were affected by the 
prevailing wind pressure from the south- 
west. This was true, he said, not only of 

in’ Chiéago but throughout the en- 
tire riorthern hemisphere. 

* Everywhere in the northern hemisphere,” 
he said, “ you will find bulldings leaning. 
more or less, to the northeast. I have seen 
it in Innumerable cases in towers and“tall 
structures in Italy and other parts of Europe. 
It is due to the steady pressure of this pre- 
vailing southwest wind. South of the 
equator conditions ere reversed, as the pre- 
vailing wind is from the northeast. This is 
no new matter, however.’ 

Edward A. Renwick of Holabird & Roche 
said: Theoretically. this wind pressure 


equal a building on a floating foundation 
with a big surface exposed to the wind would 
bé likely to:show the effect of this yroavere 
to some extent. 

“ As a matter of fact, however, all the big 


not settled to the east. So far as my knowl- 
edge goes there is in each case a specific 
cause for this settling apart from any wind 
pressure. 

“ Thus, in the case of a big Dearborn street 
building which has settled perceptibly toward 


that prior to its construction a big building 
had been erected to the west across the 
street, the effect of which was to pack the 
earth on that side by reason of the great 
pressure and as a result there was [ittle or 
no settling.. On the east side, however, there 
was none of this earth packing, and the 
foundations naturally settled more on that 
side than on the east side. 

“ But a short distance from this building 
are two large structures, both of which have 
settled toward the south for the same reason. 
North in Dearborn street is another big 
building which has also settled toward the 
south, while in Washington street a high 
building has settled to the west.”

The people with whom the cachination ts 
unknown, to whom a. grin is a phenomenon, 
and a smile an unheard of thing are the Ved- 
das—thée Aboriginal inhabitants of Ceylon, 
every man, woman, and child of which is as 


musical comedy. . 

And, bearing out the truth of the proverb, "laugh and 
wrow fat,” the Vcddas are the slenderest, most emaciated 
people in the world—so thin that the man who could not tell 
whether he had stomachache or lumbago would be called 
plump among them. 

The connection between their extreme slenderness and 
their lack of mirth has not yet been traced, but it is believed 
that. the person who covld make them laugh would add 
pounds to their weight in a year’s time. It is not even 
alleged that their failure to laugh has any connection with the 
fact that they are under British rule and probably forced 
to listen to Engtish jokes. 

For nearly 2,000 years, according to the best chronicles, 
these people, now almost extinct, have preserved the same 
characteristics, and no one, so far as history reveals, has 
ever seen Sinile the face of one of them or heard 
laugh while in their section of Ceylon. 


Government Tries to Fatien Them. 
Year by y they have grown thinner and less numer- 


ous, until they’ promise to disappear altogether, mostly by 
death, but probably some.of them will get so thin as to be 


invisible if they keep wp the process of physical degenera- . 


tion long enough. The government has tried to fatten them 
by feeding them, but the experiment has not been a success. 


The Veddase are divided into three distinct groups. the 


rock Veddas, who dwell almost entirely among the Bintenne 
jungles, in caves or clefts in the rock, and who are skillful 
archers, bringing down bats, owls, crows, and kites, which 
constitute their principle food. They will not, for religious 
reasons, touch the bear, elephant. or buffalo. The second 
group is the village Veddas, who live in small colonies along 
the eastern coast and cultivate grain to a small extent; and 
the third «re the coast Veddas, now numbering leas than 
300, who haye settle? down tn the coast jungles and eke out 
an existence by helping the Moors cut timber or aiding the 
fishermen. 

These three small groupes are hat remain of the orig- 
inal inhabitants, and they have no’ intercourse with each 
other. 


Unable to Make Them Smite. 

The Veddas of the rock are, if possible, the most solemn 
group of the three, to them even te 
have unavailing. 

Why these people do not smile is a mystery. They alone 
of all the people of the earth know nothing of the sensation 
of laughter. English acientist, who recently journeyed 
to Ceylon for the purpose of investigating this question, per- 
suaded some of the rock Veddas to permit him to tickle them 
in the ribs and in the middie of their feet with straws, and 
never caught even the flicker of a smile on their faces, nor 
aid he ever succeed in making one of them squirm and laugh 
aloud during the operation. 

They are not only as absolutely lacking in humor as the 
recent farce comedies, but appear to lack the physical power 
to express any feeling akin to humor. :

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States whisper dread tales of the awful Bora— 
the wind that would make Medicine Hat seem warm, a Kan- 
Sas cyclone gentle, and the gale around the corner of the Ma- 
Sonic temple in Chicago during a blizzard as a mere sighing 
breeze of June, | 

Tales that are told of this cold wind of Croatia almost 
Hass credulity. Powerful fences of lumber or stone stretch 
Bione to prevent the wind getting under the-.trains and lift- 
ina the cars off the tracks, for railway men aver the fo .> 
of the wind in the spring and fall to bé such that this feat 
in not at all remarkable. Frequently trains are stopped out 
Of fear of the wind, and over one section of track in this part 
=t Croatia no train was run for over six weeks on account 
of the much dreaded Bora. 

The big wind blows five months of the year in this high 
fable land of Croatia—a wind which would make Irishmen 
forget the day when the wind blew the manes and tails off 
the horses. 

It is a cold, bitter wind—blowing, blowing, blowing, until 
the Stone houses quiver under the shock and the ice particles 
through the double windows; until! the children freeze in’ 
Goubie wrappings of wool: until the people are frost bitten 
mt their own firesides, while a few miles away, in the valley, | 
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_. Awful Bora Rages for Weeks. unbounded f 


Frequently “Bora” rages twelve days at a stretch, and 
folk in these villages battle almost vainly against it and the 
Hitle ones are frost bitten, despite their bundling of wool. 
A strange fact connected with these icy winds, however, is 
that, while they seem to blow colder wheh the snow lies 
@eepest, sheltered spots, in the sunlight, at just such time, are 
warm and baimy as early spring. Now and then the train 
Geserts these open plateaus for broad, sweet scented forests 
or cedar, their trees notably erect and reminding one of the 
Genus of Wisconsin. Here and there, as in the vicinity of 
Ditech, a fertile valley opens amid the pines, supporting crops | 
meainet these cruel winters.

All of these homes are of but a single story and almost all 
boast but two rooms, one of which is invariably given over 
to the shop, so that a tiny sign, in Croatian, is placed beside 
the entry, save at such of these rooms as go to form an inn, 
Where a great pitcher swings over the doorway.

Gravel Roofing Succeeds 


VERY once in @ while the citizen hur- 
rying to his work has a smell of resin 
and tar carried to his nostrils and 
knows that a gang of roofers is at 
work in the vicinity. Sometimes he 

sees little wooden pails of gravel being hoist- 
ed to the top of a building, and if it is during 
the hot weather he momentarily sympa- 
thizes with the men who are waiting up above 
to receive the grevel, but if someone should 
tell him it takes a million dollars’ worth of 
this kind of work to keep the roofs of down- 
town Chicago in good repair and build new 
ones he would be considerably surprised. 
Also, if he could go to the top of a building 
and see the crew of an honest gravel roofer 
at work, he would be further surprised at 
the thoroughness with which the work of 
putting the roof on one of the large down- 
town skyscrapers in conducted. 
* 


Formula for Composition. | 

Here is the formula for a gravel and com- 
position roof as laid down by an “ honest ”’ 
roofing contractor: First there is laid one 
layer of heavy Irish flax felt, that is really 
imported from Ireland. This is a paper many 
times thicker, strunger, and infinitely more 
enduring than the felt that is to be obtain- 
@d in the domestic markets. The first layer 
is sealed to the roof proper by a coat of resin 
composition. On top of the flax felt are 
laid four layers of heavy woolen felt, each 
layer mopped over the entire surface with 
the sticky composition that is seen in the 
roofer’s kettles in the street. Then comes 
the “ cap sheet,”’ making five sheets of felt 
in all. Theedges of this foundation are then 
fastened with strips of galvanized fron or 
copper, secured to the walls by means of 


wall hooks. The surface of the roof is then 


swept entirely clean and coated with a heavy 
coat of the resin composition, and this sprink- 
led with clean, screened gravel that will 
pass through a %dnch mesh. Tre roof 
is again swept and a second coat of the com- 
position applied to the gravel, and the result 
is a roof almost impervious to the elements

The change from the three styles of roof 
mentioned has not been gradual, coming 
with a rush immediately after it was dis- 
covered that gravel is a better protection 
against fire, besides lasting longer and in bets 
ter condition than the others. Then the un- 
Gerwriters’ association indorsed gravel roofs, 
great power to be regarded. 

In the fire tests it was discovered that a 
well made composition roof nsted just twice 
as long as tin, tile, or slate. The tin buckled 
and bent and the soldering melted at the the 
first feel of fire, the tile and slate cracked, 
but the solid composition roof, with its six 
layers of heavy felt, stubbornly refused to 
let the fire through it, until its superiority 
beyond question.

an alligator farm. Alligators are be- 

coming scarce, and there are only two 

such farms in America—one in Florida and 

another at Hot Springs,’ Arkansas. It costs’ 

but little to keep an alligator, as he lives 

Without eating in winter; and then, again, 

there is no énd of the side profits to be de~. 
rived from such a farm. 

Mr. H. I. Campbell, who has been inter- 
ested in the American alligator farm in Filor- 
ida, but who is at present centering his ac-) 
tivities upon the one located at Hot Springs, 
Ark., finds that profits are to be made in 
disposing of raw skins to tanneries, tanned 


' ones to manufacturers and to visitors for 


wall ornaments, that many live alligators 
may be disposed of to dealers for window 
advertisements, and that baby alligators sell 
to almost everybody for pets. In addition 
to these ways of making money he has opened 
up an exhibit, showing methods of captur- 
ing alligators, at which he charges an ad- 
mission fee of 25 cents, and he often makes 
$80 a day from these fees, its 
‘Costs Little to Run Farm. 

The grounds for such a farm need not nec- 
ersarily be extensive, as a few small péns 
extending for about 600 feet along a stream 


of running water will accommodate an as- 


tenishingly large number. In winter they 


may be housed, but then they requige no ex- 
tensive buildings as they remain dormant, 


Heating apparatus and incubators for hatch- 
ing the eggs are not necessarily expensive, 
and the returtis are large. * The cost of the. 


food, consisting largely of frogs and fish, Is | 


merely nominal. Mr. Campbell, who in the 
last two years, since he started his farm, 
has invested $3,000 in the place, mostly tn 
alligators themselves—purchasing them in 
all parts of the world—finds that he can feed 


his saurian guesta on $6 or $7 a week. . 

The reproductive capacity of an alligator: 
is enormous, and baby alligators only threé 
feet long sell readily at $1-aplece. If the 
alligator grows to be seven feet long and is- 
a nice hornback his raw hide will sell at a 
tannery for $1.50 or $2. If-:he happens to 
die when he isa wee bit of a thing, his hide, 
if he is only a poor scrub of an aaa: whit 
sell for 15 cents at least.

petitors the alligator hunters, and these in 


our country are limited to a small army 5% 
men.in the gulf states, mostly in Louisiana 
and Florida, and here they are decreasing 
in numbers rapidly on account of the scar- 
city of the reptile, caused by past years of 
unrestrained slaughter.
